Lowpow, April 14.—The reappearance of in- 
guenta in the north of England, where it ap- 
in 1889, before anywhere else in En- 
a during that year, causes great appre- 
bensions of a serious epidemic. In addition 
to the fact that influenza is already prevailing 
n an epidemic form in shemeld, as already 
noted, the disease is prevalent throughout 
Yorkshire,and has reappeared suddenly at 
Hull, where the death rate has doubled dur- 
ing the last fortnight. 

Within a radius of twenty miles from Hull 
nearly everybody is affected more or less, and 
work has practically been suspended every- 
where. There have been many deaths in the 
district from the disease. 

At Birmingham the outbreak is of a milder 
character and has not spread so widely. 
Nevertheless, there are numbers of people 
guffering from the malady in and about Bir- 
mingham. 

In Lincolnshire also the reports show that 
thereisa general renewal of the epidemic 
and several other counties make similar re- 
ports. 

Advices from Paris show that several cases 
of influenza have been reported tothe med- 
ical authorities of that capital, but the 
prevalence of the disease is not yet general, 
although there is every indication of a seri- 
ous renewal of the epidemic. 


THE KAISER WILL PROTEST. 


PETTY CRUELTIES PRACTICED BY THE CZAR— 
AGITATION IN NAVAL CIRCLES. 

BERLIN, April 14.—The Czar has shown his 
petty jealousy of the beautiful Grand Duchess 
Viadimar, wife of his eldest brother, by 
ordering that the lady shall not be permitted 
hereafter to take part with her husband in 
reviews of the troops. The motive for this 
order is the persistence of the Grand Duchess, 
who belongs to the German house of Meck- 
lenburg, in adhering to her religious faith. 
The Czarina is also said to be somewhat jeal- 
ous of her sister-in-law’sinfiuence. It is said 
thatthe Kaiser meditates a remonstrance to 
Russia on the treatment of the German prin- 
cesses connected with the imperial family, 
whose husbands, with perhaps two excep- 
tions, are either lunatics or brutes. 

LABOR TROUBLES. 

A body of troops has been sent to Saar- 
Louls in Rhenish Prussta, where the excite- 
ment among the iron miners is increasing. 
A number of workingmen who had been dis- 
charged on account of their sympathies with 
labor paraded the streets yesterday, but 
without committing any violence. The 
agentsofthe mines have ordered the dis- 
charged workingmen to vacate the dwellings 
they now Occupy, and it is thought that some 
ofthe families may attempt to resist evic- 
tion. The condition of the discharged miners 
is deplorable and many of them are almost 
witnout the necessities of life. 

AGITATION IN NAVAL CIRCLES

They are very 
enthusiastic over the Kaliser’s good will for 
Lubeck, as expressed in his remarks. The 
Socialists arrested at the time of the Imperial 
visit, have all been released. 

INSANE ON RELIGION,

five days, when she, being too weak to 
resist, food was administered forcibly. She 
lg still, however, bent on self-sacrifice. 

EFFECT OF SOCIALISTIC LITERATURE.

BREAOH OF PROMISE. 


AN ACTRESS SUES WM. HENRY HURLBURT— 

SMOKELESS TORPEDOES—LONDON TOPICS. 

Lonpox, April 14.—The talk in literary and 
club circles last night is the singular suit for 
breach of promise brought by a buxom ac- 
tress, named Gladys Evelyn, against Wm. 
Henry Hurlburt, formerly of New Tork. 
In her opening statement yesterday before 
the court the woman frankly said she discov- 
ered, soon after her intimacy with Hurlburt, 
four years ago, that he was a married man. 
This statement seemed to surprise her 
solicitor for it practically ruled Eyelin’s 
case out of court in its present form. A 
woman cannot sue a man whom she knew to 
be married for breach of promise. During 
the discussion which followed this announce- 
ment the court adjourned the case until fur- 
ther notice. This scandal excites intense 
surprise in the American colony of London, 
where Hurlburt has been a conspicuous fig- 
ure since he came from New York. He was 
married here seven years ago. Hurlburt’s 
friends claim it is a clear case of blackmall, 
but the woman says she will disprove this by 
letters if the case is allowed to proceed. 

SMOKELESS POWDER. 

Capt. Grierson of the English Royal Artil- 
lery, who has been attending German Army 
maneuvers for the past two years, says that 
the three great factors which have influenced 
battle tactics are smokeless powder, maga- 
zine guns and the small-caliber rides. Capt. 
Grierson thinks that for field artillery smoke- 
less powder is both a boom and a curse—a 
boon because it gives a clear field of fire, and 
a curse because it enormously increases the 
difficulty of seeing the object aimed at. 


STRIKING WEAVERS. 


RIOTOUS CONDUCT CONTINUES AT BRADFORD— 
TROOPS UNDER ARMS. 

Lonrpon, April 14.—The disturbance of the 
peace caused by the riotous conduct yester- 
day of the striking weavers at Bradford, 
Yorkshire, still continues. A large concourse 
of people is gathered this morning about the 
contested space, the town hall square, where 
the municipal authorities forbade the 
strikers yesterday from holding a 
meeting and thus caused the 
serious conflict with the police, which has 
already been reported. There is great ex- 
citement in the town. The police to-day 
has as yet refrained from any interference 
with the strikers, but the troops are Kept 
confined to their barracks and are under 
arms ready for instant action inthe event of 
a renewal of the rioting. Though the police 
have not madeany attempt to disperse the 
crowds about the square they have been 
making a number of arrests of strikers who 
are charged with intimidating the 
weavers who are not out on strike. 
In spite of several offers made by persons 
desirous of putting an end to the present 
labor troubles in Bradford the directors of 
the mills refuse to allow the disputes be- 
tween themselves and their employes to be 
decided by arbitration. The directors de- 
clare that the weavers are perfectly willing 
to go back to work, but they add the men are 
terrorized by the labor agitators and other 
leaders who are supposed to be conducting 
the strike. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


FORTIFYING APPROACHES TO CONSTANTINOPLE 
—APOLOGIZED TO AUSTRIA. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 14.—The Turks have 
almost entirely neglected the Black Sea ap- 
proaches to Constantinople, but on the other 
hand, the Straits of the Dardannelles are be- 
ing steadily fortified with heavy guns, which 
would be of use against any power but Rus- 
sia. Thecorrespondent adds that the au- 
tumn of the year will see concentrated on 
Russia’s southwest frontier a Russian army 
sufficiently powerful to meetany eventuality 
which may possibly startle Europe from its 
present pacific slumders. 

APOLOGIZED TO AUSTRIA. 

The Turkish government has apologized to 
Austria for an outrage at Uskeb,in Albana. 
Several Turkish soldiers tore down the belfry 
ofa Scotch churchand carried off the bell. 
Austria demandea satisfaction with the re- 
sult stated. The Turks havea strong preju- 
dice against the bells of Catholic churches, 
and outrages such asthatat Uskeb used to 
be common in earlier times. 

CHOLERA AT ALEPPO. 

CAIRO, April 14.—Trustworthy advices from 
Aleppo state that the cholera is prevalent 
there. The news causes much apprehension 
throughout the East,and precautions are be- 
ing urged upon various governments with a 
view to preventing the spread of the dreaded 
disease.

Complete Bankruptcy Would Follow a 
War With America. 


RoME, April 14.—Senator Saracco,an ex- 
pert in Italian finances, whose utterances al- 
ways command much attention, writes to 
the Gazetta Del Popolo declaring his opinion 
that the Government’s scheme for the aboli- 
tion of the deficit is. an illusory one. 
He alleges that Sig. Nicotera, Minister of the 
Interior, has made insincere statements of 
the public finances and that the extent of the 
deficit which must be faced has been terribly 
underrated. The article has fhad a 
dampening effect upon the spirits of the 
small but noisy party who have advocated 
war with America, as the state of the finances, 
even according tothe most favorable inter- 
pretation placed upon the figures by the gov- 
ernment, seems to imply total bankruptcy as 
& necessary result of such a war.

| WEST AND SOUTH. 


Meeting of the Commercial Congress at 
Kansas City. 


TWENTY-FOUR STATES AND TERRITO- 
RIES REPRESENTED. 


Senator Telly of Kansas Temporary Chair- 
man— President Harrison’s Letter to 
the Oonvention on Home Markets and 
the Currency—Secretary Rusk’s Sug- 
gest inent Men Present. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 14.—The first West- 
ern States Commercial Congress convened at 
noon to-day at the Coatesj Opera-house, with 
delegations present from the following 
twenty-four Western and Southern States and 
Territories: Oalifornia, Washington, Idaho, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Wyoming, Montana, 
Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Georgia, Texas and Okla- 
homa. The delegations are composed mainly 
of business men appointed by the Governors 
of the various States and are representative 
of the Western and Southern people. 

The convention was called for 10 0’clock, 
but it was nearly noon when the Chairman 
of the Executive Committee rapped for order. 
Just before the formal opening of the con- 
vention mall was distributed to various dele- 
gates. When the name of John C. Wickliffe 
of New Orleans was called his name was 
recognized as that of one of the leaders of the 
citizens of New Orleans who executed the 
eleven Italians charged with Chief Hen- 
nessy’s death. When he stepped to the 
stage his appearance was greeted with ap- 
plause. Without acknowledging it he quick- 
ly resumed his seat. 

The convention was called to order by State 
Senator Kelly of Kansas. He introduced the 
Rev. Dr. Hayes of this city, who offered 
prayer. The convention then proceeded to 
effect temporary organization. Senator 
Kelly was chosen Temporary Chairman. In 
a long speech of acceptance he explained the 
object of the congress to be the considera- 
tion of various questions of peculiar interest 
tothe West and South. 

Mr. Kelly laid all the blame of agricultural 
depression upon a too small circulating me- 
dium. Asa relief he suggested the free coin- 
age of silver and the raising of silver money 
to the standard of gold. 

Hon. John W. Springer of Illinois was elect- 
ed temporary secretary. 

The chairman then presented Gov. Francis 
of Missouri, who welcomed the delegates on 
behalf of the State. 

T. Dwight Thatcher of Topeka welcomed 
the delegates on behalf of the State of Kan- 
sas. Adjournment was then taken until 2 
o’clock this afternoon. 

Upon reassembling letters of regret were 
read from those who had been given special 
invitations to attend the congress. Among 
the letters was one from President Harrison. 
A letter was-also read from Hon. J. M. Rusk, 
Secretary of Agriculture. 


THE PRESIDENT’S LETTER. 
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VALUE OF HOME MARKETS TO THE FARMER—THE 
CURRENCY QUESTION. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 14.—The following 
letter was read before the Commercial Con- 
gress to-day: 

EXECTTIVE MANSION 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7. 1891. f 
Hon. FH. B. Telly, Chairman, Etc, Kansas City, 

Mo. 

DEAR Sin-—I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of March 24, inviting me to at- 
tend the meeting of the Commercial Congress of the 
Western Agricultural and Mining States, to assemble 
in Kansas City, April 14 to 19, for the purpose of 
considering measures affecting the general agricul- 
tural and business prosperity of the Mississippi Val- 
ley States. Iregret that it will not be possible for 
me to accept the invitation. If I am not detained 
here by public business, I shall probably start about 
that time for the Pacific Coast by the Southern route 
and if that purpose should be thwarted, it will be by 
considerations that will also prevent the acceptance 
of your invitation. 

A public discussion of the conditions affecting ag- 
ricultural and business prosperity cannot but be 
helpful. if it is conducted in broad lines and is hos- 
pitable to differences of opinion. The extraordi- 
nary development of the productions of agriculture, 
which has taken place in a recent period in this 
country by reason of the rapid enlargement of the 
area of tillage, under the favoring land laws of the 
United States, very naturally has called attention to 
the value and indeed the necessity of larger markets. 
I am one of those who believe that a home market is 
necessarily the best market for the producer, as it 
measurably emancipates him,in proportion to its 
nearness, from the exactions of the transportation 
companies. If the farmer could deliver his surplus 
produce to the consumer out of his farm wagon his 
independence and his profits would be larger and 
surer. It seems to me quite possible to attain a 
largely increasea market for our staple farm vrod - 
ucts without impairing our home market by opening 
the manufacturing trades toa competition in which 
foreign producers paying a lower scale of wages 
would have the advantage. A policy that would re- 
duce the number of our people engaged in mechan- 
ical pursuits or diminish their ability to purchase 
food products by reducing wages, cannot be help- 
ful to those now engaged in agriculture. The farm- 
ers insist that the prices of farm products 
have been too low—below the point of fair living and 
fair profits. Ithink so too—butI venture to remind 
them that the plea they make involves the concession 
that things may be too cheap. A coat may be too 
cheap as wellascorh. The farmer who claims a good 
living and profite fer his work should concede the 
same to every other man or woman who toils. I look 
with great confidence to the completienof further 
reciprocal trade arrangements, especially with the 
Central and South American States, as furnishing 
new and large markets for meats, breadstuffs and an 
important line of manufactured products. 

Persistent and earnest efforts are also being made 
and a considerable measure of success has already 
been attained to secure the removal of restrictions 
which we have regarded as unjust upon the admis- 
sion and use of our meats and live cattle in some of 
the European countries. I 1ook with confidence to a 
successfal termination of the pending negotiations, 
because I cannot but assume that when the abso- 
lutely satisfactory character of the sanitary inspec- 
tions now provided by our law is made known to 
these foreign States they will promptly relax their 
discriminating regulations. No effort} and none of 
the powers vested in the executive will be left un- 
used to secure an end which Is so desirable. 

Your deliberations will pröbably also embrace the 
consideration of the question of the yolume and char- 
acter of our currency. It will not possibile, and 
would not be appropriate, for me in this letter to 
enter upon any elaborate discussion of these ques- 
tions. One or two things I will say, and, first, I be- 
lieve that every person who thoughtfully considers 
the question will agree with me upon a proposition 
which is at the base of all consideration of the cur- 
rency question: Namely, that any dollar, paper or 
coin that is issued by the United States must be made 
and kept in its commercial uses as good as any other 
dollar. So long as any money issued or 
authorized by the Uni States Government 
is accepted in commercial use as the equiva- 
ent ot the best coined dollar that we issue and so 
oe every coined dollar, whether of silver or 
gold, is assured of an equal value in commercial use, 
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now more than ever

Witnesses From Peoria Testify in the 
Gibson Investigation. 

CurcaGco, III., April 14.—The United States 
Grand-jury was still at work on the Gibson 
case to-day. When the inquisitors met at 10 
o’cicck there were eleven witnesses in 
waiting, all from Peoria, the home 
of the Whisky Trust.

President Harrison’s Reception in the 
Old Dominion. 


CORDIAL GREETINGS AT ROANOKE AND 
OTHER CITIES ON THE ROUTE. 


The New TreaseremPensioners Piaced 
Upon the Rolls—Proctor Willing to Be 
a United States Senator— The Super- 
vising Architect — Postmasters Ap- 
pointed—Capital Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.—A special 
from Roanoke (Va.) says: When the train 
bearing the Presidential party arrival in 
Roanoke at 8:50 o’clock this morning a great 
crowd of people was waiting on the platform 
to receive it. As the train neared the city 
people who nad been apprised of 
its coming stood along the tracks and 
hundreds of employes of the Roanoke Machine 
works stood on cars and fences and cheered a 
welcome. The people onthe platform were 
packed in a dense mass, and outside the 
fence inclosing the tracks crowds gathered 
inan endeavor to catch a glimpse of the 
Chief Magistrate. As the train came to a 
standstill the President appeared on the rear 
platform and was greeted with 
cheers. Mrs. Harrison, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wanamaker, Mrs. McKee, Mrs. Russell 
Harrison, and Marshal Ransdell also stood on 
the platform, and they appeared much 
amused at the efforts of the crowd to shake 
the President's hand. The President smiled 
and laughed as he reached down over the 
railing, grasping hand after hand in quick 
succession. Thenacry of ‘‘speech! speech!’’ 
was set up, and the President, leaning on 
the railing of the platform, made a few 
remarks touching the increasing prosperity 
of Virginia. The speech was received with 
much enthusiasm, and as the train drew out 
of the station more cheers were given by the 
crowd. The run during the night was une- 
ventful. 

At Lynchburg, where the train arrived at 
6:45 o’clock, abouta hundred people assem- 
bled and inspected the train with much in- 
terest. 

At Bedford City the coming of the train had

A STATE’S RIGHTS. 


Gov. Tillman Objects to Secretary Noble’s 
Dictation. 


NEW YorK, April 14.—A Charleston (8. C.) 
special says: A unique and interesting phase 
of the State question has just been presented 
in a correspondence which has taken place 
between Gov. Tillman of this State and Sec- 
retary of the Interior Noble. Thé object of 
the correspondence is the division of the 
State’s share of the Federal appropriation 
for mechanical and agricultural colleges. 

At the session of the State Legislature which 
adjourned last December an act was passed 
providing that the quota to be received by 
South Carolina should be divided into two 
equal parts, one-half to be given to the Clem- 
son Agricultural College for whites at Pendle- 
ton and the other to the Clamin College for 
colored youth at Orangeburg. A few days 
ago Gov. Tillman addressed a letter to Secre- 
tary Noble applying for South Carolina’s 
quota of the fund appropriated under the 
act of Congress approved Aug. 30, 
1890.. In reply Secretary Noble ob- 
jected to the method of division decided 
upon by the State Legislature and informed 
the Governor that the State’s quota 
Was at his disposal, to be divided between 
the two colleges on the basis of the propor- 
tion of the school population. This propor- 
tion under the census of 1890 was 36.7 white 
and 63.3 colored,and the Secretary announced 
that it was only by pledging a division on 
this basisthat South Carolina could get her 
money. 

Gov. Tillman promptly raised the issue that 
the money was due South Carolina, and that 
the Secretary of the Interior had nothing 
whatever to do with the division of the fund, 
Naturally, Secretary Noble differed with him, 
and the Governor a day or two ago issued his 
ultimatum in a letter to Acting Secretary 
} George Chandler, in which he says: 

South Carolina has dealt liberally with her colored 
college inthe past and lam sorry to see it crippl 
by arefussal on your part to accept the apportion- 
ment proposed by the State. As Governor I have no 
authority to do more and if I had I would refuse to 
accept the money under the terms you offer. 

Under the act of Congress the money will 
remain in the hands of the Secretary of the 
Interior until Congress meets when the State 
can appeal to that body. The State authori- 
ties announce their determination to carry 
the matter to the Supreme Court if necessary. 
The South Carolina Legislature does not meet 
again until next November and Gov. Tillman 
can take no further steps towards accepting 
the quota until instructed by the asse mbly. 


CHICAGO ELECTION. 


SIX MORE DAYS REQUIRED TO COMPLETE THE 
OFFICIAL COUNT. 


CHICAGO, April 14.—This was the third day 


of the offictal election count. It will take the 
commission six more days to complete the 
canvass. Revision will then be necessary, 
disputes may arise, and from the 
hands of the commission the entire 
election may be transferred to the courts. 
The Seventh and Eighth Wards were can- 
vassed to-day without any remonstrance on 
the part of the lawyers or the commissioners. 
In the official count of the Ninthf Ward Cregter 
sustained a material loss. In the 
seventh precinct of this ward the 
official returns show that OCregier lost 
104 votes which were counted tothe credit of 
Harrison, As Cregier’s friends claim a ma- 
jority of only 235, it will not take many more 
discoveries like this to melt it away. Lawyer 
Asay objected to the acceptance ofthe figures 
as returned for this precinct, as he suspects 
crooked work of some sort. 


THE FLORIDA CONTEST. 

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., April 14.—At the Demo- 
cratic caucus last night the Call men were in 
the majority 56 to 486 and ran things to suit 
themselves, deciding by resolution thatall 
votes must be taken vive voce instead of by 
ballot. Two hours were consumed in discus- 
sing the majority rule, which the Call men 
advocated and lost. At midnight when the 
caucus adjourned the members were still dis- 
cussing the two-thirds rule. 


TACOMA’S BANQUET. 

TACOMA, Wash., April 14.—At the Thomas 
Jefferson birthday banquet last night sev- 
enty-five guests were present.

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THE WELL KNOWN BROKER AND LEADER OF 
THE ONE HUNDRED’’ DISAPPEARS. 


Financial Trouble Believed to Have 
Driven Him to Suicide. 


HE LEFT TOWN LAST FRIDAY AND TOOK 
TWO REVOLVERS WITH HIM. 


His Partners’ Demand on Him to Make 
Good the Amount He Had Overdrawn 
the Direct Cause of His Departure—His 
Friends Positive That He Has Ended 
His Life. 


Page McPherson, one of the best known 
and most popular young men in St. Louis, ts 
missing from his home, and his friends fear 
that he has committed suicide. Fie wasa 
member of the firm of McPherson, Switzer & 
Co., stock, bond and grain brokers at 
No. 28 North Third street, and be- 
longed to one of the oldest and most 
aristocratic families in the State. 
His father, Wm. M. McPherson, was one of 
the most prominent men of St. Louls some 
years ago and the McPherson place, the old 
family residence, on Washington avenue and 
Fortieth street, is now occupied by the Nuns 
of the Visitation asaschool. Mr. McPherson 
was given considerable notoriety ina social 
way in the winter of 1889-90 by hig 
connection with the Cinderella Club, 
an extremely exclusive organiza- 
tion, which became known as McPherson’s 
One Hundred, being so-called after Ward Me- 
Allister’s Four Hundred of New York. The

membership of the Cinderalla Club was 
limited to 100 people and only mémbers of the 
most exclusive and aristocratic families of 
the uppertendom were invited to join it. Mr. 
McPherson was Secretary ofthe club and his 
name was the only one which appeared to 
the notices sent out by the organization, 
hence the appellation of McPherson’s 
One Hundred. The club was rid. 
iculed to such an extent that 
it disbanded after giving one season’s enter- 
tainments. While Mr. McPherson moved in 
the most fashionable circles of society and 
was so conspicuously identified with this ex- 
clusive little arrangement there was nothing 
ofthe snob about him. On the other hand, 
he was most pleasant and cordial to every- 
body, and was a universal favorite with all 
who knew him. 
LAST SEEN ON FRIDAY. 

So farasis known Mr. McPherson was last 
seen in this eity Friday morning. His part- 
ner, Mr. Charles Switzer, left him about 5 
o’clock Thursday evening at their office. Me- 
Pherson then went home and nas not been 
seen at his office since. He spent the even- 
ing at hishome on Franklin and Leonard 
avenues, and the next morning about 8 
o’clock his brother, Wm. McPherson, Jr., 
walked into Page’s room and found him 
looking over a time-table of the Vandalia 
line. At 8:20 a. m. Page left the 
house, and ten minutes later he telephoned 
to his partner, Mr. Switzer, that he would be 
a little late in getting down, as there were 
some parties he wished to see. He did not 
come down at all that day, and a note sent 
out to the family Saturday by Mr. Switzer re- 
vealed the fact that Mr. McPherson had not 
been home since Friday morning, and that 
his family were very much worried over hig 
absence. 

TOOK HIS REVOLVERS. 

It developed that the revolver which he al- 
ways kept in his room was missing and an- 
other revolver which he keptinthe vault at 
his office was also gone. As Mr. McPherson 
never carried weapons, this fact was taken 
by his friends and relativesas being signifi- 
cant. He had spoken very despondently to a 
broker named Frank Ross with whom he had 
ridden out in the street car Thursday evening 
on his way home from the office and hig 
manner Friday morning was peculiar. He 
must have taken both revolvers with him 
and as he is known to have been financially 
embarrassed, his family and friends firmly 
believe that he has taken his life. After 
searching in vain for him until this morning 
they finally determined to report the case to 
the police. This his partner, Mr. Switzer, 
did and he furnished the authorities with a 
full description of the missing man and such 
data concerning his embarrassment as he 
was able to give. 

UNABLE TO MEET HIS OBLIGATIONS. 

There is no question whatever about finan- 
cial troubles being the cause of Mr. McPher- 
son’s disap ce. It is a well-known fact 
that he was heavily in debtand that he was 
unable to meet his obligations. In 
fact he has been in financial 
straits for some time and had borrowed 
everything from his friends that they were 
able or willing to loan him, and finally when 


by his troubles, he left his home and his 
friends fear took his lite. This theory is not 
entertaired by Chief of Police Harrigan, who 
thinks that Mr. McPherson has fled to some 
new country in hopes of rebuilding his lost 
fortunes. 

Mr. McPherson, who was 33 years of age 
and unmarried. frst entered the brokerage

A warm, personal friend of Mr. McPherson 
in speaking to-day of the latter’s troubles, 
ald. When Mr. McPherson began business 
on his oon account, he made an arrange- 
ment which was very disadvantageous to 
himself. He undertook to pay (too 
much for the use of the money 
advanced him by his financial backer. 
Page always Was ofa speculative turn, and 
has for years dabbled in the market. About 
four years ago he made considerable money 
inaspeculation and this encouraged him to 


0 in deeper. He did 80 
and everything he possessed was 
swept. away The terms under which 


he had gone into businefs were so unfavor- 
able to him that he was unable to make his 
concern pay his backer what the latter want- 
ed, and pay himself also,so he went to specu- 
lating in hopes of making up deficiencies. 
He dealt principally in wheat. His 
dealings were never large enough to cut any 
figurein the market, but he was at it con- 
stantly and dribbled his money away. To 
make good his losses Page borrowed from his 


friends. He kept on borrowing and 
kept on losing. He would borrow 
from Peter to pay Paul until he 


finally owed everybody from whom he could 
secure anything. His credit exhausted, he 
was unable to meet the demands made on 
him, and itis my firm belief has killed him- 
self. The old friends of his father did little 
for the boy, and nearly all the aid he got he 
received from his personal friends, among the 
oung men. I believe he owes somewhere 
tween $20,000 and $25,000. Few people have 
any idea how much he really owes around 
town. His frm will not be affected by his 
dealings, as they were all personal.

HIS PARTNER FEARS THE WORST. 

Mr. Charies M. Switzer, Mr. McPherson’s 
partner, was called upon at his office, where 
he was surrounded by a number of the miss- 
ing man’s friends and intimates, who had 
called to make inquiries concerning him 
and discuss the case. All spoke very 
sympathetically and declared that while 
Page was undoubtedly heavily involved in 
debt, they did not believe that he had un- 
lawfully made away witha dollar. It seemed 
to be the almost universal belief among his 
friends that he had taken his life. 

There is not theslightest doubt in my 
mind that he has done away with himself,’’ 
remarked Mrs. Switzer, ‘‘and I believe that 
his body will be found within five 
miles of here. Riding out inthe car Thurs- 
day evening with Mr. Frank Ross he spoke 
very despondentiy and maderemarks about 
life not being worth living and things of that 
sort. Ohief of Police Harrigan takes a differ- 
ent viewof the case, but Lam firmly con- 
vinced that Page Killed himself. As to the 
amount of money owed by him I can give you 
no idea. I do know, however, that he 
is badly embarrassed financially. It is all 
borrowed money and money due on specula- 


tions. They were personal specula - 
tions and do not affect the 
firm. Every minute some new dept 


seems to turn up, and I am unable to tell 
where it will stop. I last saw Page when we

He left the house about 
twenty minutes past 8 o’clock and about 
half-past 8 o’clock I received a telephone 
message from him that he would be @ little 
late coming Gown. His excuse was that he 
wanted to see some parties before he came 
down, When he had not got to the office Fri- 
day afternoon, I began to grow 
uneasy and next day I sent 
a note to his home at No, 927 Leonard 
avenue, and learned that he had not been 
there since Friday morning. Last night the 
case was reported to the police by 
Page’s brother, Will McPherson. I 
am convinced that Page killed him 
self, because I know he was very much 
worried by his financial troubles and because 
two revolvers belonging to him are missing 
and he has evidently taken them with him. 
One he kept at home in his room and one he 
kept here in the office Yault. Since he disap- 
peared we have discovered that the revolvers 
are also gone. Oh, there is not the slightest 
doubt in my mind that Page is now dead. 

Mr. Ed Stettinius, an old and intimate 
friend of the missing man, who visited the 
Four Courts this morning in company with 
Mr. Switzer to see the police in reference to 
the case, was at the latter's office this morn- 
ing when a Post-DIsPaTOH representative 
called there. 

**Page is no doubt heavily involved finan- 
cially,’’ remarked Mr. Stettinius, but I do 
believe that he has done

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him then noticed that he was downcast and 
did not appear to enter into the spirit of the 
occasion. He was quiet and almost silent 
while all around him were enjoying them- 
selves. Mr. McPherson took a little brandy 
when the crowd drank. 

He was nota man who ever drank to ex- 
cess, or at least rarely did, and Mr. Switzer, 
his partner, says he never saw him intoxi- 
cated. For this reason his friends cannot 
believe he has gone off on a spree, and this is 
one reason why they cling so firmly to the 
suicide theory. 

MINING EXCHANGE FUNDS. 

There was 4 great deal of excitement on the 
Mining Exchange when the news of McPher- 
son’s disappearance became generally 
known. McPherson was the treasurer of the 
Mining Exchange and had in his possession 


securities, East St. Louis bonds 
to the amount of 82.800 belong 
ing to the Exchange. In reference 


to these bonds Julius Abeles, a member of 
the Board of Directors, said: ‘‘We do not 
know where they are, and have no reason to 
suppose that everything is not all right as 
far as MePherson’s accounts with us 
are concerned. We cannot find 
the securities, it is true, but 
we never Knew where they werekept. I hope 
that they will be found to be intact. Even if 
they are not the Mining Exchange can lose 
little, for the treasurer is under & $1,000 bond, 
which is perfectly good.“ 

There were reports on the street that on 
Thursday last McPhérson rode west on a 
cable car with F. D. Ross and to him ex- 
pressed a general dissatisfaction with life 
and talked in a very despondent manner. 
Many theortes of suicide were based upon this 
rumqr, but Mr. Ross states that no such con- 
versation took place. 

EMBARRASSED BY WHEAT DEALS. 

On Thursday McPherson called at the office 
of Bauer Bros., and informed A. H. Bauer 
that he would leave for Chicago on that even- 
ing or on Friday morning. He has not been 
seen on Third street since thatdate. The 
general impression is that the firm 
is not involved, but that all 
the deals are those of McPherson 
personally. It has been known for some time 
that he was in trouble on account of his 
wheat contracts. He was heavily short, and 
was constantly called upon for margins. In 
many cases he was unable to respond, but 
promised to come to time within a day or 
two. To meet the demands made upon him, 
he has borrowed small sums from various 
persons, the aggregate of which is consider- 
able. 

PROBABLY IN CHICAGO. 

Wm. M. McPherson, Jr., a nephew of the 
missing man, was seen at the Boatman’s 
Bank by a Post-DISPATCH reporter. 

My father does not believe that Page has 
committed suicide,’’ said the young man, 
who seemed not at all uneasy over the mys- 
terlous case. There is no reason, so far as 
1 know, to suppose that he has done 
anything else than go off on a business 
trip. He left home, I believe it 
was last Friday, stating that he was going to 
Chicago,and I do not think anything has 
been heard from him since. I do not know 
what he may have said to my father, who is 
not down to business to-day, but Ihave never 
heard that he spoke of business troubles or of 
financial worry of any sort. It was a very 
common thing for him to go away on these 
business trips and be gone several days ora 
week at me, and this may be the case this 
time. I liy do not know any of the par- 
ticulars, however, except that we have not 
been at all alarmed by his absence.’’ 

POLICE AT WORK ON THE CASE. 

Thus far the police have little information 

ofa tangible nature upon which to work. 


One theory is that of suicide, but his 
most intimate friends still cling to 
the hope that he has gone off 
on a visit to friends or relatives.

Italian Laborers Burned to Death ina 
Railway Wreck. 


FAST FREIGHT AND GRAVEL TRAINS 
COLLIDE ON THE HUDSON ROAD. 


The Names ofthe Victims Unknown—Oat- 
tle Burned at the East Liberty Stock 
Yards—Hot Water Tank Collapsed— 
Killed in a Collision—The Daily Record 


of Casualties. 


ALBANY, N. V., April 14.—A fatal wreck oc: 
curred on the Delaware & Hudson Railroad 
between Worcester and Cobleskill last night. 
A fast freight, running at the rate of thirty- 
five miles an hour, collided with a gravel 
train, wrecking the engine of the freight and 
several box cars. Attached to the gravel 
train was a car containing five Italian labor- 
ers. When the collision occurred the car was 
thrown forward into the center of the wreck 
and the mass took fire. Twoof the Italians 
were killed outright and three were injured. 
As the flames approached the car the cries 
and groans of the imprisoned workmen were | 
heartrending. Owing to the position of the 
carand the intense heat the rescuers were 
unable to reach them and were obliged tog 
watch them slowly burn to death before their 
eyes. The names of the Italians are unknown 
— it is understood they were all men of fam- 
ilies. 


CATTLE BURNED. 


ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY-SEVEN HEAD 
PERISH—CASUALTIES. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 14.—One hundred and 
thirty-seven head of cattle and three acres of 
sheds at East Liberty Stock Yards were des- 
troyed by fire at an early hour this morning. 

The loss 
will not exceed $22,000 of which $15,000 is 
credited to the sheds, property of the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad, and the rest tocattle.

NEW DEPOT DESTROYED.

HOT WATER TANK COLLAPSED. 

NEW York, April i4.—A hot water tank in 
the Empire Oil Works on Newton Creek col- 
lapsed last evening and severely injured Pat- 
rick Barry and Frank Bowen, who were at 
work repairing it. The two men were hor- 
ribly scalded before they were rescued. They 
were taken to St. Charles Hospital, where it 
was said that Barry was mortally injured and 
that Bowen’s chances for recovery were very 
slight. Both men are marricd. 

KILLED IN A COLLISION, 

ASHEVILLE, N. C., April 14.—A freight train 
collided with a work train yesterday after- 
noon on the Asheville & Spartanburg Road be- 
tween Tyfone City and Melrose.

FAILED TO APPEAR. 


James M. Patrick's Damage Suit Dismissed 
This Morning. 

The $50,000 damage suit of James M. Pat 
rick against Thomas Ward McManus, Amelia 
McManus, Maggie McManus, E. W. Walcott 
and Wm. F. Walcott, which has been 
pending in the United States Circuit 
Court for two years was dismissed this morn- 
ing for want of prosecution, Mr. Patrick, the 
plaintiff, failing to put in his appearance, 
and his attorney, Mr. W. B. Thompson, 
who has. not heard from him for three 
weeks, not being able to offer a good plea for 
a continuance. The case was specially set 
for to-day andthe attorneys on both sides 
wanted to go to trial and were ready, 
but the prospects now are that 
the case will never be tried, 
Patrick was suing the defendants for 
$50,000 for the worry and expense they put

him to in recovering his child which 
they took from him, claiming to 
have spent about $25,000 in cash 
and having spent fourteen months 


time in the search. Mr. Patrick was a citizen 
of this city, bgt now lives in Oolorado, 
During the past five years his troubles 
with the McManus family and a mining deal, 
in which the Atalantis and Col. Sellers mines 
were mentioned have furnished considerable 
material for the press in three States. Mr. 
Patrick was married in this city in January, 
1881. His wife was Miss Fannie A. C. Mc- 
Manus. Helfved in this city until January, 
1886, when Mrs. Patrick became ill and he 
took herto Canon City, Colo., forher health. 
She was consumptive and beyond help when 
she left. After a stay of some months in 
Canon City, Mr. Patrick said, his wife’s rela- 
tives called on herandin June and July of 
1886 they made repeated attempts to have 
him sign a deed of gift to them of his only 
child, Camille Patrick, who died a few 
months ago. Had she lived she would now 
be 9years of age. 
WHY THE CHILD WAS TAKEN. 

Their purpose in securing the child, Mr. 
Patrick claims, was to get possession of the 
estate which had been settled upon her—a 
number of shares of mining stock being a part 
of the property which she was to inherit, 
or held through a trustee or guardian. 
On July 6, 1886, Mr. Patrick claims he was 
called away from his sick wife in Canon 
City by a telegram from Mr. Wolcott in Den- 
ver, asking him to meet him there and close 
a mining dealin which the Atalantis was in- 
terested. Mr. Walcott was not there and 
had not been to the hotel mentioned. Mr. 
Patrick returned to Canon City and learned 
that his wife and child had been hurried 
away to St. Louls as soon as he got 
out of the way. He did not follow them 
and in a few weeks was informed his wife 
had entered suit for divorce against him, not 
on her own account, Mr. Patrick alleges, but 
on the request of her mother, whom he says, 
knew Mrs. Patrick woul dt live until the 
case was reached. He therafore, left Denver 
andfor atime traveled under an assumed 
name to escape service of the writ. Mrs. 
Patrick died in October, 1886, and Mr. Patrick 
came on to St. Louis to get his chiid, but his 
wife’s relatives would not let him have 
her. He instituted habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, andthe child was carried away over 
the bridge to East St. Louis in a carriage and 
then taken to Davonport, Io., where it was 
placed in charge of a nurse. From July,

WHAT THEY EARN. 


The Gross Receipts of the Street Rail- 
road Companies. 


VALUE OF THE FRANCHISES GIVEN AWAY 
BY THE CITY. 


An Increased Revenue of More Than 68, 
000,000 a Year—What the Corpora- 
tions Have Gained, and What the City 
Has Lost—Some Interesting Figures 
City Hall Matters. 


The reports from the street railroad compa- 
nies, showing the amount of business done 
during the three months ending April 1, are 
all in and recorded in Register Wherry’s 
office. 

The reports go to show that the active street 
railroad legislation during the past two years 
has giventhe railroads most of the benefit 
and left the city with a revenue which, 
while it is slightly increased, is not 
in any way in keeping with the 
mereased value of the franchises granted. 
The city does not get nearly what it should 
and to-day there is no way in which it can 
secure what is due it. 

For the year ending April 18 the city ro- 
celved from railroads $24,299.63 
for franchises and $17.874.76 in 
payment of licenses on cars. It is a no- 
torious fact that not one-half the cars used 
in this city by the street railroad companies 
are licensed as they should be, but in the 
present comparison the item of licenses is 
not an active element. 

The street railroads have all of them in the 
past two years secured franchises or exten 
sions of franchises covering from twenty- 
five to fifty years; along with these they have 
secured rights to extend their lines so as to 
take in many miles of additional streets. 
They were priveleged to change their motive 
power so as to get rapid transit. The 
benefits of rapid transit it can be 
said were shared by the patrons of 
the road, but the extensions of franchises and 
territory were solely for the benefit of the 
corporations. That all of the privileges 
granted have been of immediate benefit to 
the roads is shown by figures submitted by 
the various companies giving the number of 
passengers carried and the number of trips 
made for the three months ending April ist 
ofthis year. The tabulated statement is as 


follows:

It can be seen that thetotal passengers car- 
ried amount to 17,500,000, a revenue of nearly 
900, 000 for one quarter and fora year, taking 
into consideration the increase in traffic dur- 
ing the summer, a total of over $3,600,000 
gross; of this the city gets a petty Little $25,000 
or $30,000. . 

The increase in the next year can reason- 
ably be based upon the increase made in the 
last. The increase last year can be seen at a 
glance by comparing the following statement 
of last year’s first quarter with this year’s:

MR. WANGELIN’S WAY OF SHOWING HIS 
AUTHORITY AT HOME. 


More Dirty Linen Being Washed in Judge 
Valliant’s Court—One of Frank J. Bow- 
man’s Numerous Suits—Judge Dillon’s 
Decisions—Mrs. Mary J. Ewing’s Will. 


The divorce suit of Matilda versus Freder- 
ick Wangelin was called this morning in 
Judge Valliant’s court. They were married 
at Shelbyville, Ul., in 1986, and lived together 
until June, 1889, when defendant is 
said to have abandoned his wife.

She 
testified that hei husband was aregular ty- 
rant at home, that he scolded and beat her 
and charged her with infidelity and that he 
beat her in public as well as in private. He 
locked her up at home so that she could not 
go out. He did that frequently when 
he went to work and, upon return- 
ing home, would remove her clothes to 
see if they were dusty or bore any other evi- 
dence that she had worn them out during his 
absence. Defendant hada grown son bya 
former wife who wanted her to commit adul- 
tery with him. Witness left her husband 
finally on receiving a letter from his first 
wife in Germany to the effect that Mr. Wan- 
gelin had left her in poverty and misery and 
had done nothing for her since then,

THEY HOLD UP JOSEPH GLICK BEHIND 
HIS OWN COUNTER. 


Masked Men Make Him Deliver at the : 


Point of a Pistol—William Maider, a 
Customer, Relieved of All the Money 
He Carried. 


A most daring robbery was committed by 
masked men on North Broadway last night. 
The clothing establishment of Joseph Glick, 
at 2221 North Broadway, was entered in the 
presence ofthe proprietor anda customer, 
both of whom were compelled to resign their 
valuables at the muzzle ofa revolver.

THE RESERVE FUND. 


Important Change Proposed in Refer- 
ened to Its Disposal. 


THE AMENDMENT RECOMMENDED BY 
MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE DIRECTORS. 


A Proposition to Place the Purchase of a 
Site in the Hands of a Committee— 
Arguments of the Advocates and Oppo- 
nents of the Change of Rules—A Hot 
Contest Predicted. 


The resolution Passed yesterday by the 
Board of Directors of the Merchants’ Fx- 
change in reference to the disposition to be 
made of the surplus fund, caused a great deal 
of comment on the floor to-day, both favora- 
ble and unfavorable. The resolution, which 
is in the nature of an amendment to the law 
that the surplus fund cannot be appropriated 
to any use without the consent of three- 
fourths of the members voting, is as follows: 

THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT. 
The bonds and securities now held by the Exchange 
shall constitute a reserve fund. All interest re- 
ceived therefrom and all surplus revenues of the Ex- 
change, as entertained by the Board of Directors oF 
the Exchange at the close of each year, shall be add 
thereto, and fund shall be kept separate end 
distinct on the books of the e 

No sppropriation shall be made from said fund by 
the Board of Directors for any purpose whe ver, 
except as herein provided, for the purchase of prop- 
erty suitable for the use of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
nor shall this rule be amended or repealed unless 
with the approval of the N ofthe Exchange 
at 4 ballot taken thereon, thirty days’ notice having 
been given in the usual way and three-fourths of the 
members voting favoring the proposition to amend or 
re as the case may be.

shall consist of fifteen members, thatis, of fourteen 
members other than the president of the Exchange, 
who shall be ex-officio a member of said commission.

The other seven members shall be elected by the 
Board of Directors of the Exebange within thi 
days after the adoption of this rule, to serve until 
the third Monday in January, 1893 At the 
regular meeting of the Board of Directors in Jan- 
1893, or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
to serve until Jan.

The president of the Merchants’ Exchange shall

The Board of Directors are hereby authorized and 
instructed (upon written notice signéd by at leas 
ten members of the commission, hereby created, o 
the selection and purchase Of property as above 
provided,) to appcopriate from the reserve fund 6 
sufficient amount to pay a perfect title to the prop- 
erty so selected and purchased by said commission. 


This resolution was presented by John W. 
Kauffman, chairman of the Real Estate Com- 
mittee,and will be submitted to a vote on 
May 16. 

EFFECTS OF THE MEASURE. 

The proposition, ifindorsed by the mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Exchange, will radi- 
cally alterthe mafiagemént of the reserve 
fund. Hitherto this has earefully been re- 
tained in the hands of the members 
of the Exchange, and no disposition 
could be made of it without the 
consent of three-fourths of the members. 
The change in the rules will place the dis- 
posal of the reserve fund entirely in the hands 
of the Real Estate Commission and the Board 
of Directors, so far as any real estate invest- 
ment is concerned, asthey can buy such 
property asthey see fit and settle the location 
of the Exchange without authorization from 
the members. 

ARGUMENTS OF ITS ADVOCATES. 

Those in favor of the proposition maintain 
that the Exchange can secure a home by ne- 
gotiations carried on by a small committee at 
a much less cost than if an option had to be 
secured on the property, the landtaken out 
ofthe market, andthe fact advertised that 
the owners were Willing to sell ata certain 
price. In case the proposition ‘should be re- 
jected the property could only be soldata 
lower price, and it is argued that real estate 
owners will not give such an option 
unless the price is placed much 
higher than they would be willing 
to accept. Members ofthe committee have 
been in consultation with the leading real es- 
tate agents, and they all agree that the dif- 
culties inthe way of securing an option on 
such terms as would permit of its being ad- 
vertised for thirty days, submitted to a vote 
ofallthe members of the Exchange, and be- 
ing rejected if more than a quarter should 
oppose it. With a committee that could 
negotiate quietly, and appeared to them to 
be fair, much better terms it is believed could 
be made. It is argued that 
unless a committee is given this 
authority that the Exchange can never 
erect a building of its own, as no real estate 
owner would offer bis property at a price that 
three-fourths of the members would be will- 
ing to pay. 

GROUNDS OF OPPOSITION. 

Those opposed to the proposition ex- 
press their views strongly. They argue that 
the amendment is a disgnised method of 
setting at naught the safeguards that after 
long and careful consideration were thrown 
around the reserve fund, and without which 
safeguards it would have long ago disap- 
peared. It was decided that no expenditure 
should be made without a three-fourths 
vote, and until the present resolution 
was introduced no attempt has ever been 
made to place it at the disposal of a mere 


majority. Athree-fourths vote is still re- 


quired to adopt th amendments, but this 
once adopted a majority can dispose of the 
reserve fund as they see fit, so long as the 
money is used for the purchase of real estate.

BISHOP GILMOUR. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 14.—Rev. Bishop 
Richard Gilmour of Cleveland, O., died at St. 
Augustine yesterday, at the age of 67 years. 
He was born in Glasgow, Scotland, in 1824, 
and came to this country when 8 years of 
age. He was reared a Presbyterian, but be- 
came a convert in his youth. He was 
ordained a priest at Mount St. Mary's College, 
Maryland, in 1852 and labored in Ohio, Ken- 
tucky and Virginia.

RAISING THE BODIES. 


Dynamite Being Used to Make the River 
Give Up Its Dead. 

The swamping of the row boat yesterday, 
shortly before noon atthe Pittsburg dyke, on 
the Illinois side of the river, about opposite 
to Chouteau avenue, by which John Bourg, 
John McMahon, Adam Brust, Jack O’Connor 
and Robert Gtion lost their lives, is attract- 
ing much attention. Efforts were made last 
night to raise the bodies by firing cannons, 
but the guns proved defective and nothing 
was accomplished. Prof. J.R. Jobin, pro- 
fessional diver, wason the scene this morn- 
ing making arrangements to raise the bodies 
by the use of dynamite, which is to be ex- 
ploded in the river this afternoon by the use 
of batteries. Itis hoped that this will have 
the effect of bringing the bodiesto the sur- 
face. 

Young Loreng Maloney, one of the boys who 
Were saved, is said to have shown most 
wonderful bravery, jumping from the row 
boat when it struck the eddy, with the words: 
lou fellows who can’t swim, hold on.“ 

A peculiar thing about this affair is the in- 
action displayed by the officers and men of 
the Hinckley ferryboat. The pilot, R. C. 
Fryer, when seen this morning, said that 
he saw the boat was taking water and, 
being in such a dangerous place, there 
could be little hope for such a frail craft. He 
did not think to sound the danger signal 
which would have called for the cutting loose 
of the life boats. Although the young men 
were not more than 100 feet up the river from 
the prow of tite bagt, no effort was made to 
reach them withthe life-savers. Julius Baasch 
also saw the rowboat when it was about to 
sink, and also saw young Maloney jump from 
the boat when it began to take water. 
Baxter, an attache of the dyke, an aged Ger- 
man, is saidto have been the only man who 
retained his presence of mind, and through 
his individual efforts three human lives were 
saved, and at great risk to himself, as he 
was compelled to be in a dangerous post- 
tion while throwing the rope to the drowning 
youths. The, people who witnessed his 
bravery favor raising a purse as a testi- 
monial. 


HAD A ROUGH TIME. 


Police Officer Hanke Forced to Employ 
Both Billy and Revolver. 


Police Officer ‘Hanke of the Fourth District, 
just after assisting Sergt. Hoagland yester- 
day morning in the arrest of Geo. Goss for an 
alleged murderous assault on Oscar Reed, 
had a rough and tumble struggle in front of 
8615 North Twenty-third street, in which his 
billy and revolver figured conspicuously. 
Officer Hanke, who lives in the vicinity, was 
called out from breakfast at 7:30 o’¢lock to 
quell a disturbance in the yard of Fred 
Frencher at the number mentioned. 
When he entered the yard he 
found Wm. Hartwig and Wm. Foreman. 
Mr. Frencher pointed out Foreman as the 
prime cause of the disturbance, and charged 
him with having kicked in a door.

SCHEME. 


The Postmaster’s Plan for Using Street 
Cars for Mail Delivery. 


HARLOW’S 


— 


MAILCARS TO BE RUN ON ALL THE RAPID 
TRANSIT LINES. 


A System by Which the Entire City Will 
Have thé Benefit of Quick Delivery— 
Letters to Any Part of the City in an 
Hour or Less—Indorsed by Wana- 
maker. 


Postmaster Harlow has another new 
scheme for facilitating the rapid delivery of 
mail which may be adopted before long. 
He suggested it to Postmaster - General Wana- 
maker, who wrote him in return a letter of 
thanks for the idea. It is certainly original, 
and under the present systematic methods 
of doing business in the postal service it is 
entirely practical. Maj. Harlow proposes to 
establish on principal street car lines 
of the city a mail service similar to that in 
use on the railroads, so that the delivery in 
the city will be as much faster than it is at 
present as the delivery between cities is 
faster than it was in the days of star routes 
and pony carriers. The scheme has not yet 
been completely worked out in all its details, 
but it is so nearly developed that the Major 
was able this morning to give a very compiete 
outline of the system proposed. 

THE SCHEMBE IN DETAIL. 

„A law recently passed by the Legisla- 
ture, he said, ‘‘empowers street car lines to 
carry mail, and that will enable us to adopt 
this scheme if the Postmaster-General au- 
thoriges it. Sometimie ago the Postmaster- 
General sent out a letter calling attention to 
a system employed in Berlin, Where a wagon 
starts out with mail for several stations and 
drops it as it makes the round justas a mail 
car throws off its mail at railroad 
stations. He asked for suggestions and 
I thought the matter over, but came 
to the conclusion that sucha scheme was 
not practicable here. A short time after that 
I started tor one of the stations after the 
wagon for that station had left the Post-office. 
I took a cable car, ahd not only passed it on 
the way but reached the sub-station fifteen 
minutes before the wagon did. It then oc- 
curred to me that it was foolish to be using 
slow wagons when we had such rapid transit 
in the city andthen I began to get up this 
scheme. 

Ot course, there area good many details 
about it which cannot be worked out com- 
pletely until you begin to put the scheme 
into operation, but the greater part of it can 


„Take the Washington avenue line, for 
example; that is one which ramifies and 
reaches à large territory. I would have a 
regular mail car, carrying a regular mail 
Clerk, which should leave the bridge at cer- 
tain hours of the day and travel west. Along 
the route I would have stations which would 
practically be branch post- offices, for at 
them you might buy stamps, get money or- 
ders and do all the post-office business, 
These sub-stations could be placed in drug 
stores or grocery stores or any place that was 
convenient to the neighborhood, 

The first one would be, say at Fourteenth 
street, the hext at Garrison and Lucas, then 
Grand and Finney, then Finney and Sarah, 
then Finney and Taylor and one at the 
terminus of the northern branch at Hamil- 
ton and Plymouth and another near the 
Forest Park terminus. Bach of these sta- 
tions would havea district and the carriers 
would remain in the district all day. When 
they received their mail they would go out 
and deliver it, then return to the station and 
walt for the car to come around again. 

SAME AS THE RAILWAY SERVICE. 

The system of making up the mail would 
be just as it is in the railway service. There 
would be a sack for each station, which 
would be made up here in the office and sent 
over to Washington avenue to the car, 
There would be this difference, however: 
There would be a slſt in the sack, so that 
when the car reached Fourteenth street, say, 
and threw off the mail for th&t station, 
the clerk would receive whatever mail 
was at the station and distribute it, 
slipping the letters into the sacks through 
the opening. In this way the mail could be 
made up from station to station with great 
expedition. Theclerk would not have to do 
as we doin the office, throw the letters 
into pigeon-holes, then tie them up in 
bundles and hand them out tothe carriers. 
Instead of putting them in pigeon-holes he 
would put them into their proper sacks 
with the mail that was made up at 
the main office, and 60 all along the route he 
would be receiving mail from stations, dis- 
tributing it and throwing it out to the central 
station of a small district where carriers 
would be ready to receive it at once and de- 
liver it. 

ITS ADVANTAGES. 

There would bean especial advantage to 
suburban residents in this system. Take, for 
instance, the narrow gauge. At present we 
have to close the mail forty-five min- 
utes before trains start in order to 
make up the mail and send it out to the depot 
in time to catch the train. If we could use 
the Cable & Western we could kéep the mail 
open until within twénty-five minutes of 
train time, and that would give the public 
an advantage of twenty minutes over the 
present system. 

The possibilities of time saving in this 
system are enormous, For instance, sup- 
pose you had a letter for some one on Grand 
avenue and as the car passed 
you you dropped it in. The clerk 
would pick it up and put it in the Garrison 


Pavenue sack. He would reach that station in 


fifteen minutes, the sack would be opened at 
once ahd the mail given to carriers, who 
would start out immediately, it the house to 
which it was directed was near the station it 
would be delivered within ten minutes after 
its arrival, which would make the total time 
twenty-five minutes. That is as quick asa 
private messenger could deliver it. Of course 
that is the minimum time, but 
the maximum would de an hour. 
& man at his office and nie wife out 
in the suburbs could exchange letters twice a 
day. The same system would, of course, be 
applied to all the lines which reach large ter- 
ritories and so nearly the entire city would be 
covered by a rapid delivery which could not 
be excelled, for 1 don’t believe there is any 
other practical way in which the same ro-

DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 


The Millington Murder Trial—Bxpert 
Testimony for the Defense. 

Denver, Colo., April 14.—The Millington 
ease has now passed its seventy-sixth day of 
trial, but is expected to be finished within 
ten days. The first witness yesterday was 
Mre. Smith, housekeeper for Mrs. Hardin, 
the keeper of the boarding-house in Denver, 
where Mfrs, Avery stopped last year. She 
testified to seeing Mrs. Avery returning to 
her room early one morning with her hair 
disafranged for which Mrs. Avery accounted 


by saying she had been out to deliver a mes- 
sage and that it was blowing very hard. Her 


room had been occupied that night and everx. 


night while she stopped there. Dr. Grant, 
the first expert witness, for the 
defense, was presented with 
hypothetical case based upon 
Avery’s ailments and testified that Ave 
symptoms of several diseases. It would be 
impossible to say what disease he died of, 
but there was evidence of chronic disease of 
the stomach and of Bright’s disease. The 
symptoms did not indicate that he diedof 
any kind of poisoning. The post-mortem did 
not reveal traces of poison, as no arsenic was 
found in the viscera or brain. The finding of 
a fiftieth ofa grain of arsenic in four ounces 
of muscle and varying from one-seventh to 
one-thousandth of a grainin other parts of 
the body six months aiter the post-mortem 
could only be explained by the fact that it 
must have been injected into the 
body after the first examination. The 
amount found would have killed Avery in 
forty-eight hours. Morphine given in one- 
eighth grain doses during his sickness might 
have caused unconsciousness and death. 
Arsenic injected after death could penetrate 
er ifthe arteries were preserved in- 
tact. 

Dr. Lemon testified, in answer to the hy- 
pothetical questions that Avery had gastritis 
and was evidently in a slightly typhoidal 
condition. Witness did not think that Avery 
died of arsenical poisoning. 


LIFE IN LONDON, 


Annie Besant Presents Twe Pictures of 
the World’s Metropolis. 


New YORK, April 14.—Mrs. Annie Besant, 
the patron saint of the tollers, whether men 
or women, but particularly the girl slaves of 
the London factories, lectured last night on 
London; Its Wealth and Its Poverty. The 
hall was well filled witha fashionable audi- 
ence, chiefly women, that listened atten- 
tively to her thfilling story of London life. 
She said she did not know howto address 
them. Fellow-citizens she could hot call 
them, for, although fulfilling the duty of 
citizens, that title was denied them in En- 
gland. But she thought that for her rever- 
ence and the reverence ofall Eaglish speak- 
ing people—for the great Americans, Haw- 
thorne and Whittier and Sumner and Garri- 
son—she might call them frieffds. She asked 
them to travel away with her to London, 
which was familiar to them and yet strange 
to them in those parts most vital to so- 
clety. It was not of one city she had to speak. 
Dickens has written of twocities, and her 
story was a story of two Londons, the London 
ofthe rich and the London of the poor, sep- 
arated by that terrible gulf of class division 
which was a dental of all human brotherhood 
and blasphemy against the deepest instincts 
of the human race. Mrs. Besant then gave 
a wonderfully graphic picture of West and 
East London, the wealth and luxury of the 
one and the grinding poverty and misery of 
the other, and also told of the wretched lives 
of the Ul- paid workers of South London. She 
spoke ofthe gambling portions of London, 
where wealth was made by chance, and 
pointed out where a policeman would be 
sent aftera small boy for pitching pennies 
or a man who backed“ a horse, yet they 
took off their hats tothe Rothschilds and the 
Barings. Women, she said, earned less be- 
cause they could ehdure more, could suffer 
more, and they could do what men could not 
—sell themselves when they needed bread, 
And, she exclaimed, ‘‘our Wealthy men 
build homes for fallen women whom they 
manufacture in their factories.’’ 


‘THE M’KINLEY LAW. 


A Peculiar Case for Settlement at the New 
York Custom-House. 


NEw YORE, April 14.—A most extraordinary 
interpretation of the new McKinley law was 
brought to the attention of Acting Collector 
Couch yesterday, Collector Erhardt being 
sick abed with the grip. It appears that J. 
G. Northrop of Gloversville tmported $800 
worth of welts used on the wrists of gloves. 
Assistant Appraiser Braike decided that these 
welts were dutiable under the clause making 
them ‘‘whole orin part’’ gloves. The duty 
under this clause if $1 a dozen and 
on this invoice of $800 the duties were, under 
Burke’s interpretation, made $11,000. The 
collector’s department insisted that they 
should pay duty as manufacturers of leather 
at 8 per cent ad valorem, or in the neigh- 
borhood of $300, Appraiser Cooper would 
not agree to this and declined to order a re- 
appraisement. Some interesting notes passed 
between the Colléctor and the Appraiser, 
but Mr. Cooper refused to recedé from his 
decision, and now the case will be taken to 
the Board of General Appraisers. 


Suit for 6100, 000 

NEw Tonk, April 14.—Stephen A. Ryan of 
Atlanta, Ga., one of the largest wholesale 
clothing merchants of the South, has begun 
proceedings against Nathan J. and Henry J. 
Schloss of this city in a suit for $100,000 dam 
ages for alleged conspiracy to injure his busi- 
hess reputation.

Grave Charges Made Against Stanley 
and King Leopold. 


ABUSES WHICH FLOURISH UNDER THER 
GOVERNMENT OF THE PROVINCE. 


The Slave Trade One of the Chief Indus- 
tries—Cruel Native Practices Tolerateg 
and Incouraged— An Open Letter to 
Léopold, the Belgian Monarch What 
Stanley Says. 


New Tonk, April 14.—Henry M. Stanley 
said last night that blackmailing on a big 
e had been attempted recently, with King 
Leopold of Belgium, and himself as the in. 
This remark Mr. Stanley made when speak. 
ing of some bitter charges made against King 
Leopold’s Government of the Congo state by 
Col. George W. Williams in An open letter 
to Leopold II, Sovereign of the Independent 
State of Congo. Mr. Stanley was attacked 
as being the Chief Agent in setting up the 
King’s authority. 

Col. Williams is a colored man who had 3 
good record inthe war. He met Mr. Stanley, 
first, in i684. Since that time the 
Colonel has made a trip up 
the Congo. That 15 about all 
Mr Stanley knows of him except some time 
ago he tried to seek permission from dir 
William McKinnon, President of the Imperial 
British East African Co., to go to the Eastern 
Coast of Africa. A part of the money Col. 
Wiliams spent in his Congo trip, Mr. Stanley 
said, was furnished by C. P. Huntington, 
who, with Sir William McKinnon, was inter. 
ested in developing that country. 

THB CHARGES. 

Col. Williams has published his attack on 
the King and Mr. Stanley in a pamphiet. He 
charges the grossest abuses in the Govern. 
ment of the province. Briefly, they are 
these:

WHO WILLIAMS IS. 

**T first saw this Col. Williams in 1884, when 
he came to mein London and wanted to join 
m an expedition tothe Congo country.“ Mr. 
Stanley said last night. ‘‘I told him the 
bureau was filled. He had better file his ap- 
plication and when vacancies occurred he 
must take his chances with others. I re- 
ferred him to King Leopold, and he went to 
Brussels to see him. I wrote a letter tothe 
King commending him to his care and saying 
that he had made a good record as a 
soldier itn America, and I suggested 
that, if there was any place for him, 
he give him atrial. Williams saw the King 
and went to the Congo country, on 
just what terms I do not know. I 
do not think Leopold was pleased 
with him, and I do not know what their rela- 
tions have been since. He obtained permis- 
sion to gotothe Congo country, as anyone 
may. It isan easy matter and consists of go- 
ing up a river in a boat. 

The night before I left Liverpool for 
America Sir William McKinnon cameto me 
with a copy of these charges and asked me 
whatiknewof Wliiliams. He said Williams 
nad * to him for permission to go to 
British East Africa. He wanted financial 
backing from Sir William and C. P. 
Huntington, who had put £10,000: 
each in the country with the idea of 
Opening it up. He asked me if it were ad- 
visable to let Col. Williams go. I told him 
what I knew of Col. Williams’ dealings with 
King Leopold and asked him if he knew the 
King, and if so if he could believe these 
charges. Hesaid the King was his friend; 
he knew that he had put £800,000 into the 
work of developing the Congo State, and he 
did not believe the charges could be true.

A Young Officer Who Allowed a Practica) 
Joke to Upset His Temper—Struck His 
Men With Fist and Saber—Charges to 
Be 


A bombshell is about té burst in local mill. 
tia circles, and when ft does there is an im. 
pression prevalent in the First Regiment that 
an oMicer of Company B will be wounded by 
the fying fragments. The shell is timed to 
explode on next Friday evening. The story 
leading up to the expected military sensation 
ig an interesting one, and is well known 
throughout the regiment. The effect of the 
dissension and dissatisfaction said to exist in 
the ranks of Company B in consequence of 
the facts given below has been to consider. 
ably lesson the esprit-du-corps of the com. 
mand, and even to threaten its existence. 
The possible outcome of the impending 
trouble is therefore awaited by the regiment 
with considerable apprehension, as Company 
B has for a long time past ranked as the most 
flourishing command in the regiment. 

A LIBUTENANT CHARGED WITH TYRANNY, 

The approaching battle is brought about by 
dissatisfaction with the military conduct of 
Second Lieut. W. E. Harkness of Company B. 
Many members are Opposed to Lieut. Hark. 
ness on account of his conduct toward the 
men, and it is said they will present a peti. 
tion to him requesting hisresignation. The 
petition they have been quietly circulating 
around and it now has the signatures of thir. 
It is also 
stated that the faction supporting Lieut. Haræ · 
ness will present another petition to Capt. F. 
H. Behring and First Lieut. W. P. Lynn, re- 
questing their resignation, but for what rea- 
sons their resignations will be reques @| can- 
not be learned. 

LADIES IN THE CASE. 

The entire trouble inthe company and the 
feeling against Lieut. Harkness is stated to 
have originated in a somewhat peculiar man- 
ner last fall. On the night of the company’s 
hop last October it is charged that Lieut. 
Harkness took a couple of young ladies 
whom he had with him down stairs 
to the company’s quarters, and proceeded 
to show them the flags, guns and other 
military equipments belonging to the com- 
pany. Not wishing to be disturbed In his task 
of showing the quarters to the ladies he lock- 
ed the door it is charged, and when the men 
wished to enter in order that they might go to 

o dressing - rooms to change their uniforms 
or their civilian suits, Lieut. Harkness re- 
fused them admission and kept nearly the 
whole company standing outside in the corr!- 
dor. At last he admitted them and when the 
men had changed their suits they found Lieut, 
Harkness and the ladies still in the com- 
pany’s reception room. Ina spirit of mis- 
chief, and with a desire, no doubt, to be re- 
venged on Harkness for locking them out of 
their own quarters, the men turned out the 
gas on him, leaving him inthe dark. 

A PUGILISTIC OFFICER. 

Instead of taking the joke pleasantly, how- 
ever, he became very much enraged, it is 
said, and rushing forth among the men seized 
the smallest man in the company, Evans 
Markham by name, and struck him several 
times in the face. Markham was too small 
to fight with Harkness and the matter was 
apparently dropped atthetime. Since then, 
however, at every opportunity that pre- 
sented itself, when he was in command, it is 
charged that Lieut. Harkness has treated 
the men most brutally, in fact at one time, 
the men allege, when he was in command of 
a squad he became enraged at the way one of 
the men handled his gun, and instead of 
showing him how to use it properly he rushed 
up to him and struck him over the hand 
with his sword, inflicting a dad cut. 
Several times has he been guilty of 
doing such things, it is said, and the men at 
last seeing that his ill-treatment of them was 
increasing rather than decreasing, went 
quietly to work and succeeded in gettinga 
majority of the company to sign a petition 
as Lieut. Harkness to resign, the petition 
stating that he had been guilty of conduct 
‘unbecoming an officerand a gentleman and 
‘that for the good ofthe company they asked 
him to resign. When Lieut. Harkness heard 
of this some ten days ago, instead of resign- 
ing at once, he went around among the mem- 
bers and endeavored to raise a 
counter petition asking for the 
resignations of Lieut. Lynn and Capt. 
Behring. claiming that they were endeavor- 
ing to run the company to suit themselves 
and that to be rid of them would be the best 
thing for the company. He did not succeed 
in getting any signatures, it is said, except 
those of the few persons who have supported 
him, the others allege, on account of his get - 
ting them into good offices. 

In view of all these facts the meeting Fri- 
day evening will be watched with unusual in- 
terest by the entire regiment. There is 4 
prospect ot serious trouble developing from 
it, that may require the intervention of 
‘higher militia authorities before it is finally

HE WILL RACE NO MORE. 


Condition of Peter Jackson—Fitzssimmons 


and Hall Changing 
nati Drops Another Game to St. Louis 


—Racing and Sporting News. 


New Yorx, April 14-—Tenny has broken 
down. Every lover of the turf will be sur- 
prised and pained to learn that the sensa- 
tional career of the greatest son of Rayon 
dor has, in all human probability, ended 
forever so far as actual racing is concerned. 
The fieetest and the grandest horse in the 
country, thata week ago looked to have all 
thé prises of the year at his disposal, is 4 
cripple in his stall at Tenny Villa, on the 
grounds of Westchester. 

Wherever there courses a drop of sporting 
blood and wherever there lives a man who 
admires a noble animal the news of the mis- 
fortune will be received with deepest regret. 
There will be sorrow for the animal who is 
laid low just when his tri- 
umph seemed assured and m- 
pathy for his owner, Mr. Pulsifer, who 
supported him through his famous duels 
with Salvator last year ina manner that 
stamped him a thoroughsportsman. The ac- 
cident happened on the track at Morris Park 
on Wednesday last, but was kept a profound 
secret; mainly in the hope that it might prove 
less serious than was supposed. Tenny’s off 
hind foot had been under suspicion since the 
fallof 1889 when, after the Trial Stakes, he 
pulled up favoring it perceptibly. Last year, 
however, after a winter's rest he appeared 
sound as a dollar and engaged in the series of 
famous races, which made for both him and 
Salvator a world-wide reputation. Late in 
the fall the leg went back a trie on him and 
the horse was retired early. He wintered 
well, and great hopes were entertained 
by Mr. Pulsifer and by his trainer, 
Mr. Donovan, that he would be got ready to 
win the Brooklyn Handicap or the Suburban, 
for both of which he was favorite. The track 
at Morris Park was in good shape, and on 
Wednesday morning last Trainer Donovan 
decided to send him a mile in a trifie less 
than two minutes. Tenny acted rank and 
the boy had to pull him in the last quarter. 
At that he ran in 1:51%. He did not pull up 
well. and he cooled out so lame that serious 
results were feared. 

Veterinaries were sent for, and after a care - 
ful examination it was found that the horse 
had broken down in the coronet of the off 
hind foot. Mr. Pulsifer, who was on his way 
from the West, coming quickly home, was 
telegraphed for, andon Friday, at another 
examination, he was present. The surgeon 
felt obliged to tell him that the chances of the 
horse ever again being made fit to go to the 
post were exceedingly slim. 

This morning other famous veterinary sur- 

s will again examine the horse, Mr. Pul- 
sifer still clinging to some little shred of 
hope, in which he is joined by all turf 
men, that the possibility with months of 
rest the great horse may again carry his col- 
ors to victory. But the hope is a slender one, 
and the fact isregretfully announced that he 
will not be seen in either the Brooklyn hand- 
icap, the Suburban, or any of the other great 
spring or summer évents. 

Mr. Pulsifer last evenihg admitted that his 
pet had gone wrong. 

It's only another disappointment,’’ he 
said, but Iadmit it is a great one. And 
look at the combination Tenny had to fight 
last year—Salvator and Murphy—a combina- 
tion thata horse might not meet once ina 
century. Well, you see how he ran. You 
remember the great match as well as I 
do, and the finish. Do you blame me ifI was 
enthusiastic over my horse? This year I 
thought nothing could beat him. I could not 
see anything to bar his way, and now comes 
this accident. Idon’t mind the money that 
it will lose to me, but I wanted to see Tenny 
champion. I am fonder of that horse than 
many a man is of his brother, and I did not 
give a rap forthe expense if it brought the 
horse the honor he deserved. 

Have you hopes of his being able to stand 
training?’’ 

The possibility of such a thing I can hard- 
ly look for. Iand Donovan, the trainer,have 
very little hope, and the doctors hold out 
practically none. I shall use every effort, 
however. 

He cannot possibly, then, be fitted for the 
Suburban even!’’ 

No. It is beyond the time for declaring 
him in either it or the Brooklyn, but the pub- 
lic may be sure he will start in neither. In 
fact, I don’t know why I should make his 
condition public, but Tenny has been such a 
favorite that I don’t want the public to lose 
money by playing him in the Future books 
when they will not get a run for their 
money.’’ 

It the worst should happen what are your 
purposes?’’ 

Well, if I find his case hopeless, so far as 
racing is concerned, I will send him to some 
first-class breeder, where he will get a chance 
to perpetuate himself and will be well cared 
for. Lhavea standing offer for him from 
perhaps the best known breeder in the very 
far West, but ex-Congressman Scott, who has 
his sire, shall have first call upon him. 

Mr. Pulsifer then talked over what the horse 
had done, and was pardonably enthusiastic 
on what he had said of him. He said he would 
declare him out of all his summer engage- 
gugements, but might possibly keep him in 
some of the late fall stakes in the hope that 
he might recover. 

Without Tenny this country would never 
have known just the exact limit of Salvator’s 
capacity, while without Salvator Tenny 
would never have had an opportunity of fully 
demonstrating the marvelous ability he 
possessed. He had the speed of lightning in 
the stretch, marred only by his willfulness, 
which, afterall, served to show just how fast 
he could run when he buckled himself down 
to his work. 

His career is so recent and has been so 
phenomenal that it hardly bears repetition. 
Every race-goer is familiar with it as they 
are with the peculiar confirmation which 
made him known as the ‘‘sway back’’ colt, 
while his well-shaped limbs and muscles 
made him look smaller than he really was 
and gained for him the appellation of ‘‘the 
little giant.’’
